W HERLAS It IS expedient to make further Provision for the Proamble, 
Regulation of Markets and Fairs in Ireland: Be it enacted 
Arl • j n *** Excellent Majesty, by and with the 

Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiiitual and Temporal, and Com- 
5 mons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of 
the same, as follows : ^

Ass, Mule, Ram, Ewe, Wether, Lamb, Goat, Kid, or Swine; the 
Expression “the CoHector” shall mean the Person appointed by the 5 
Person or Persons entitled to the Tolls in any Market or Pair to col- 
lect the Tolls authorized by this Act, and shall include the Assist^ts 
of the Collector; the Expression “ Superior Courts” shall mean Her 
Majesty’s Superior Courts of Record at Dublin ; the Word “ 
shall mean Justice of the Peace acting for the Place where the Matter 10 
requiring the Cognizance of any such Justice^ arises, and ii sue 
Matter arise in respect of any Market or Pair situated not whohy in 
any One Jurisdiction shall mean a Justice acting for the Place 
where any Part of such Market or Fair shall be situated; the 
Word “Person” shall include a Corporation, whether aggregate or 15 
sole.

VII. Every Commissioner appointed under this Act shall, before he Oath of

VIII. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners, by Summons under Power to 
their Seal, to require the Attendance before them, at a Time and 

Place to be mentioned in such Summons, of all such Persons as they summon 
20 shall tliink fit to examine in relation to any Inquiry directed or Witnesnei. 
authorized by this Act, or any Question or Matter depending before 
them, and to require all such Persons to produce before them all 
Deeds, Books, Papers, Documents, and Writings relating to such 
Question or Matter, and to examine upon Oath all Persons who 
25 shall attend under such Summons, and all Persons who shall volun- 
tarily attend before them as Witnesses ; and it shall be la^vful for any 
One of the Commissioners to administer such Oath ; and if any Person 
required by such Summons to attend before the Commissioners shall, 
without reasonable Cause, to be allowed by the Commissioners, fail to 
30 appear according to the Tenor of such Summons, having been paid or 
tendered a sufficient Sum of Money, to be ascertained by the Commis- 
sioners, to defray the Charges of his Attendance, or shall refuse to be 
sworn, or shall not make Answer to all such Questions as shall be 
lawfully put to him by the Commissioners, or shall refuse or fail to 
35 produce before the Commissioners any such Deed, Book, Paper, 

Document, or Writing, being in or under his Custody, Possession, or 
Power, as shall be lawfully required to be produced by him before 
the Commissioners, he shall be guilty of a Misdemeanor : Provided Power to 
always, that the Commissioners may, where they thinlc fit, receive in 
40 Evidence Affidavits, and such Affidavits may be made before any Person proceed 
empowered to take Affidavits which may be received in Evidence 
in the Court of Chanceiy in Ireland ; and all Persons who shall wil- 
fully give false Evidence or otherwise forswear themselves in any

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such Examinatiou or ^Affidavit may be prosecuted for the same, and 
upon Conviction thereof shall be bable to the same Pains and Penalties 
as Persons guilty of wilful and corrupt Perjury are now liable to by 
Law. 

IX. Upon the Application to the Lord Lieutenant of Twenty-one or 5 
more Persons rated to the Relief of the Poor to the Value of Eight 
Pounds or upwards in any County or Town in Ireland, complaining of 
Inconvenience arising from the Want of a Market or Fair in such Town 
or in any Part of such County within Seven Miles of the Residence of 
such Persons, or from the Insufficiency or Inconvenience of the Site of 10 
any such Market or Fair as may be there held, or from the W ant of proper 
Accommodation therein, and representing that the Applicants, or some 

or One of them, or some other Person named in such Application, are 
or is willing to provide an eligible Site for a Market or Fair in such 
Town or in such Part of such County, together with the requisite 15 
Accommodation for the same, it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, if he see fit, by Order under his Hand, to direct the Commis- 
sioners to make Inquiry into the Matter of such Application and other- 
wise to proceed in relation thereto under the Provisions of the Act. 

X. The Commissioners shall, as soon as conveniently may be 20 
after' being dii-ected to make such Inquiry as aforesaid, go to 
the Town or Place where the existing Market or Fair is holden 

or the proposed Market or Fair is to be established, and there 
make Inquiry accordingly, and hold One or more Meetings for 
that Purpose, and may adjourn any such Meeting from Time 25 
to Time, and the Commissioners shall give Notice of the Order 
of the Lord Lieutenant for making such Inquiry and of the Time 
and Place of holding their First Meeting by publishing the same 
in some Newspaper usually circulated in such Town or Place; 
and in case the Commissioners find that the Complaints con- 30 
tained in such Application are well founded, they shall ascertain 
and detennine whether or not the Site proposed to be provided 
is eligible and the proposed Accommodation sufficient, and in 
case they find in the Affiimative shall make a Provisional Order 
under their Seal, declaring that upon such Site and Accom- 35 
modation being provided within a Time to be limited by such 
Order the Person or Persons providing the same will be entitled 
to take the Tolls specified therein, and otherwise to the Benefits of 
this Act ; Provided always, that in case the Owner of any existing 
Market or Fair the Site whereof or the Accommodation wherein is 40 
complained of as inconvenient or insufficient, or the Owner of any 
other Market or Fair who would be prejudicially affected by the 
Establishment of any proposed new Market • or Fair, be willing and

XIX. And ivhereas by “ The Summary Jurisdiction (Ireland) 
10 Act, 1851," it is enacted, that whenever any Dispute shall arise 
between any Buyer aud Seller relating to the Terms of Sale, Delivery, 
Price,^ or Payment of any Article, Matter, or Thing which shall be 
exhibited for Sale in any Fair or Market, (and w'liich shall not be of a 
greater Value than Five Pounds,) it shall he lawful for any Justice 
15 within his Jurisdiction either to proceed at once to hear aud determine 
such Dispute, upon the Complaint of either Party, and in Presence of 
both Parties, and after causing all Parties to be brought before him 
for that Purpose, or to adjourn the Hearing thereof to the next Petty 
Sessions^ of the District; and it shall be lawful for such Justice or 
20 the Justices at such Petty Sessions, having examined iuto the said 
Complaint upon the Oath of either of the Parties or of any Witness 
or Witnesses, to make an Award thereon according to the Merits of 
the Case, and such Award shall be in Writing, and shall have the like 
Force and Effect as any Order made at Petty Sessions : 'J'he said 
26 Enactment shall extend and be applicable in the Case of any Dispute 
which shall arise between any Buyer and Seller relating to the Terms 
of Sale, Delivery, Price, or Payment for any Article, Matter, or 
Thing in any Fair or Market where the Amomit or Value of the 
Sum or Matter in Dispute does not exceed Thirtu Pounds.

Henceforth all local or customary Measures shall be Local ami 
abolished ; and every Person who shall within the Limits of any customary 
Market or Fair sell by any Denomination of Measure other than One “SeJ 
of the Imperial Measures, or some Multiple or some alipnot Part, such 
as Half, the Quarter, the Eighth, the Sixteenth, or the Thirty-second 
36 Parts thereof, shall on Conviction be liable to a Penalty not ex-

No Allow- XXII. All Articles of what Nature or Kind soever which shall be 
““ at any such Market or Pair shall be weighed and paid for 26 
weigh“g,for at their just Weights, net standing Beam, without any Deductions or 
Beamogo, Allowances whether for Tret, Beamage, Porterage, or otherwise how- 
soever, the Weight of any Vessel, Sack, Bag, Firkin, or other Thing 
(if any) containing the same alone excepted ; and any Person taking 
any such Allowance or Deduction, with or without the Consent of the 30 
Seller, or buying or selling any Article by any Weight different from 
those herein specified, shall, upon Conviction thereof before any Jus- 
tices of the Peace, forfmt and pay for every such Offence any Sum 
not exceeding the Sum of Forty Shillings, or be imprisoned for any 
Space of Time not exceeding One Month, and also such further Sum 35 
or Sums of Money to the Seller as Compensation for any such Deduc- 
tions, Allowances, or Substitution of Weights as the said Justice 
shall in that Behalf award.

10 Scales or Measures provided as aforesaid, and any such Person who 
shall rehise, on Demand, to cause such Articles to be weighed or 
measured in manner aforesaid shall be liable to a Penalty not 
exceeding Forty Shillings, or to be imprisoned for any Term not Penalty for 
exceeding One Month.

15 XXV. Every Person appointed to weigh or measure any Articles Penalty on 
sold in the Market or Fair who shall refuse or neglect to weigh or 
measure the same when required, shall be liable to a Penalty not SSg to 
exceeding Forty Shillings, or to be imprisoned for any Term not ex- 
ceeding One Month. 

20 XXVI. Every Person who shall knowingly act or assist in com- Penalty on 
mitting any Fraud respecting the weighing or Weight of any Article, other Parties 
in pm-suauce of this Act, shall for every such Offence be liable to a SS a°to 
Penalty not exceeding Forty Shillings, or to be imprisoned for any weighing.

25 XXVII. The Tolls of the Market or Fair shall be paid from Time Tolls, &c., 
to Time, on Demand, to the Collector, or other Person authorized to 
receive the same. 



XXVIII. The Tolls payable in respect of weighing or measuring Tolls to be 
marketable Commodities, or Carts with or without Goods, shall be 
30 paid to the Person authorized to weigh or measure the same by the authorized 
Persons bringing such marketable Commodities or Carts toi be weighed hefore tho 
or measured, before the same are weighed or measured. wrighed° &c 

XXIX. The Tolls in respect of Cattle brought to the Market or Tolls in 
Fair for Sale shall become due as soon as the Cattle in respect whereof 
35 they are demandable are brought to the Market Place or Place for due!^^ 
Fairs, and before the Cattle are put into any Pen, or tied up therein ; 
and if the Cattle be not removed within One Hour after the Close of 
the Market or Fair another Toll shall become due in respect of the 
Cattle so omitted to be removed.

XXXI. If any Person liable to the Payment of any Tolls autho- 
rized by this Act to be taken, do not pay the same when demanded, 
any Person authorized to collect the same may levy the same by 
Distress of all or any of the Cattle or other Articles in respect of 
which such Tolls are payable, or of any other Cattle or other Articles 10 
in the Market or Fair belonging to the Person liable to pay the same 

or under his Charge, or may be recovered in any Court having com- 
petent Jurisdiction. 

XXXII, If any Dispute arise concerning any such Tolls, such Dis- 
pute shall he determined by a Justice, and such Justice shall, on 15 
Application made to him, detennine the same, and make such Order 
therein and award such Costs to either Party as to him shall seem 
proper ; and in default of Payment, on Demand, of the Money which 
shall be so awarded, and of the Costs, the same shall he forthwith 
levied by Distress, and the Justice shall issue his Warrant accordingly. 20 

XXXIII. Every Person who shall assault or obstruct any Person 
authorized to collect any Tolls authorized by this Act shall for 
every such Offence be liable to a Penalty not exceeding Five Pounds, 
or to be imprisoned for any Time not exceeding Tltree Months. 

XXXIV. The Person or Persons entitled to any Tolls payable 25 
under this Act shall from Time to Time cause to be painted on 
Boards, or to be printed and attached to Boards, in large and legible 
Characters, a List of such Tolls, and shall cause a Board containing 
such List to be conspicuously set up and continued in the Market or 
Fair and in each Weighing House provided therein to which each 30 
such List shall relate, and no Tolls shall be payable during the Time 
such List is not so set up or for any Thing not specified therein :
